Twice have we expressed appreciation 
of his protests against profanity on the 
part of men and indecency in dress of 
women and girls in church entertain- 
ments.

‘I do solemnly swear (or affirm) 
that I will faithfully execute the office 
f President of the United States and 
ill, to the best of my ability, preserve, 
rotect and defend the Constitution of 
the United States.’ 
“The Constitution forbids the estab- 
lishment by law of any religion, or the 
ridgement of the free exercise of any 
ligion, or the requirement of any re- 
rious test as a qualification to any 
office or public trust under the United 


States. The separation of Church and 
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State is made absolute by the Constitu- 
tion which every President is sworn to 
support and defend.” 

If we mistake not, the Papalist Gov- 
ernor of New York State has taken a 
similar oath in respect of the Constitu- 
tion, but his attitude toward the Ejight- 
eenth Amendment is well known, and 
he willingly signed the Mullan-Gage 
bill, the purpose of which was to frus- 
trate, as far as possible, the operation 
of the Volstead Law, passed for the 
enforcement of the Amendment. 


The guileless editor proceeds thus: 

“Regardless of what Roman Catholic 
doctrine may have been in the past, or 
what it may be in the present; and 
regardless, also, of what the doctrine 
of any other Church may be, the Con- 
stitution is unquestioned and supreme 
in this country—all text-books such as 
our correspondent quotes to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. No American 
Catholic such as ‘The Republican’ has 
in mind, after taking the oath to sup 
port the Constitution, would be so crazy 
as to attempt to merge the State with 
the Church, or in any way to weaken 
the religious guaranties of the Constti- 
tution.” 


Of course, the precise idea in the 
mind of the writer, expressed in the 
words “merge the State with the 
Church, or in any way to weaken the 
religious guaranties of the Constitution,” 
is not clear. It is a fact, however, that 
Pope Leo XIII in the Encyclical “Im- 
mortale Dei” expressly condemns seri- 
atim every one of the forms of civil 
and religious liberty that we enjoy. 
(Grt. Encye. Lett. Pope Leo XIII, p. 
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120 et seqg., quoted in THE CoNnvERTED 
CaTHotic, November, 1924.) 

The Rev. Isaac J. Lansing, M. A., 
says in his book, “Romanism and the 
Republic” (p. 134): “The Fourth Gen- 
eral Lateran Council, with the approval 
of Alexander III, decreed that an oath 
in opposition to the welfare of the 
Church and the enactments of the holy 
fathers is not to be called an oath but 
rather perjury. Peter Dens, the great 
commentator on the laws and morality 
and theology of the Church, lays it 
down as the law of the Church that the 
right of the Pope, as the ultimate su- 
perior and sovereign, is reserved in 
every oath; which, of course, includes 
the oath of allegiance. He also in- 
structs the faithful that the Pope has 
the power of withdrawing or prohibit- 
ing what is included in an oath; and 
that when he does so, it is no longer 
included.” On p. 263 of the same work 
we read: “Dens says (in ‘Papacy and 
Civil Power,’) note to p. 560: ‘It has 
undoubtedly become the settled law of 
the Roman Church that the Pope may 


dispense with any promissory oath by 


withdrawing the promise or prohibiting 
its performance.’ ” 

And to come back to Leo XIII, he 
expressly states that “just as the end 
at which the Church aims is by far the 
noblest of ends, so is its authority the 
most exalted of all authority, nor can 
it be looked upon as inferior to the 
civil power, or in any manner dependent 
upon it” (p. 113 of the volume men- 
tioned above).
